DAVID LLOYD KREEGER CONFIDENT OF ARTS’ FUTURE, 

CITES BILL NOW BEFORE CONGRESS 

WASHINGTON, D.C, — David Lloyd Kreeger expressed confidence 
that the United States can "meet the financial challegne that faces 
the visual and performing arts and In due course succeed in making 
them as great aind admirable a national asset as our Industrial and 
financial Institutions." Mr. Kreeger was the principal speaker at 
the February 16 VJlnter Convocation of The George Washington Univer¬ 
sity. 

He called attention to the bill now before Congress (8274 HR), 
Introduced by Congressman Frederick W. Richmond of New York, which 
would give taxpayers an opportunity to designate on their Federal 
Income tax returns the amount they wish to contribute to the National 
Endowments for the Arts and Humanities to be used for direct subsi¬ 
dies to the performing and visual arts. Mr. Kreeger said that a 
Harris Survey made In 1974 for the Associated Councils of the Arts 
found that almost 40JS of the American people believe that cultural 
organizations should receive direct support from the government and, 
even more Important, that 6 ^% would be willing to pay an extra $5 
to $50 In taxes to support art and culture. He stated that Congress¬ 
man Richmond had applied the figures of the survey and estimated, 
based on 80.7 million taxpayers, that $1.7 billion could be contrl- 
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buted to the cultural community by the American people. 

"If the Richmond bill has its intended effect, it would produce 
$1 billion or more for cultural activities, equivalent to over $4 per 
capita, a figure more consonant with America's position as one of 
the most affluent nations in the world's history," Mr. Kreeger said. 
"The help and support of the younger generation towards this objec¬ 
tive (making the performing and visual arts a national asset) is 
essential if America is to be known to posterity as the Athens rather 
than the Sparta of the Western world," he concluded. 

President of the National Symphony Orchestra Association and 
of the board of trustees of the Corcoran Gallery of Art, Mr. Kreeger 

is known as. a patron of the arts. Now chairman of the executive com¬ 
mittee of the Government Employees Insurance Company (GEICO) and 

affiliates, he has served in the legal sections of the departments 
of Agriculture, Interior, and Justice. 

The honorary degree of Doctor of Laws was conferred on Mr. 
Kreeger at the convocation. In awarding the degree George Washing¬ 
ton University President Lloyd H. Elliott said in part, "The George 
Washington University takes note of your kaleidoscopic Interests in 
music, theatre, and art and of your wide-ranging spirit as you offer 
enlarged opportunities to your fellow-man both in Washington and 
beyond and encourage promising talent in the arts." 

Some 950 graduates received degrees at the convocation, the ■ 
first held in the university's new Charles E. Smith Center.

A LIFE OF GEORGE VvfASHINGTON IN LATIN PROSE 

TO BE REPUBLISHED BY GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Sometime in 1824 an obscure classics scho¬ 
lar, living and teaching In Ohio, completed a labor of love. The 
man was Francis Glass and the work he finished that year was the 
first and only biography of George V/ashlngton ever written In Latin, 
In 1976, over a century and a half later, another scholar has 
completed his labor of love: that man Is John Francis Latimer, pro¬ 
fessor of classics emeritus at The George Washington University, and 
he has prepared a new, special Bicentennial edition of Glass’s 
A Life of George Washington In Latin Prose which is scheduled for 
publication on February 22, Washington's birthday. 

First published in 1835, Glass's work went through three edi¬ 
tions and a reprint and served as a text for generations of Latin 
students. Professor Latimer has preserved the original text intact 
and he has provided a new Introduction to the work which includes 
previously unknown biographical material on Francis Glass— discover¬ 
ed by Latimer's research in and around Dayton, Ohio, 

A separate historical and grammatical commentary on the Latin 
text, prepared by Professor Latimer and 29 other classical scholars, 
is also to be published. 
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Professor Latimer was chairman of the department of classics at 
GWU from 1936 to 1973 when he became professor emeritus of classics. 
He was born In Clinton, Mississippi In 1903 and graduated from Clin¬ 
ton High School In 1918 and from Mississippi College In 1922. He 
earned a master's degree at the University of Chicago In 1926 and 
took his Ph.D. at Yale In 1929. In 1964 Mississippi College awarded 
him the honorary Doctor of Literature. 

He was for many years President and Executive Secretary of the 
American Classical League and holds memberships In the American 
Philological Association, the Archaeological Institute of America,, 
and the American Council on the Teaching of Foreign Languages. He 
Is the author of What * s Happened to Our High Schools? as well as 
numerous articles on classics and education.

GWU PROFESSOR AWARDED PATENT FOR NEW DEVICE 
TO INCREASE AIRCRAFT SAFETY 


WASHINGTON, D.C.— The invention of a vortex-control device 
designed to abate the small but pov^erful wing tip spirals that trull 
large jetliners has earned a patent for Professor Shao W, Yuan of 
The George Washington University. 

It is well known that airplanes generate wake turbulence in the 
form of a vortex trailing behind each wing. The strength of the 
vortices is directly related to the weight of the aircraft and the 
speed at which it is flying. "As the big Jets approach or take off 
from airports," notes Yuan, chairman of the department of civil, 
mechanical, and environmental engineering in GWU’s School of Engin¬ 
eering and Applied Science, "their wings leave behind two churning 
cylinders of air that some pilots say have the wallop of a cyclone." 
Accident investigators have documented numerous cases of pilots 
losing control of their aircraft after encountering this spiral 
turbulence, which can rotate at a velocity of 100 to 200 feet or 
more per second behind the big Jets. 

In the past, air safety officials have dealt with this hazard 
by increasing the distance between the large Jetliners and other 
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aircraft as they take off or land. This action has resulted in a 
decreased traffic flow at airports. 

Yuan's invention, awarded Patent 3*936,013 earlier this month, 
calls for the installation of a slotted tube with holes along the 
trailing edge of each wing on the aircraft. The tube provides for 
flowing Jets of air in specified directions, forming a "Jet sheet" 
to counterbalance and break-up the dangerous vortex. The device 
also Increases the lift capacity of the wing area, reduces drag, 
and Improves fuel efficiency. An earlier, more basic version of this 
device was patented by Yuan in 1972. 

Besides its primary application with aircraft. Yuan's invention 
can also be used on other winged craft such as hydrofoil boats and 
helicopters. Yuan notes that with helicopters, the new device can 
greatly eliminate "blade slap," a troublesome cause of noise. 

The invention has yet to be put into use. Installation on exist¬ 
ing aircraft would require structural wing modifications to com¬ 
pensate for the increased lift the device would produce. 

The device was successfully tested at the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration's Langley Research Center under an Air 
Force contract. 
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
